THE past few years have been a period of tremendously in- 
creased interest and activity in affairs governmental. The 
press, as always and properly, has set itself to the task of 
evaluating, criticizing, and suggesting policies. But the press 
also, in these few years, has been tremehdogily influenced by 
change. It, too, is a business — a "(jig" business— and unfor- 
tunately for the freedom of expression of the American people 
it has become very definitely, often viciously, prejudiced. The 
many factors contributing to this condition came to a head 
in the organized assault upon President Roosevelt during the 
last campaign.

Righist^Announces For Left; Ziman No Professor 

To th* Edit*? of jrh* Hatchett 

T HE last edition of the , Hgtchet 
adequately covered the major 
points in the present controversy as 
to whether a two or three party 
union can best serve the purposes 
of that/ organization. In accordance 
with ybur desire to have the matter 
discussed further I wish to state my 
views as generally Jo harmony with 
those favoring the present tri-parte 
division of thought, although it ap- 
pears that a more speeftic analysis 
Is needed as to what has happened 
*ln ihe University's history to cause 
such a .controversy to arise. 

It Is my oplnlofti that the funda-< 
mental objection of th* Right Party 
rests in what li the apparent inability 
of either it or the Left to become ' 
the majority party 
of that body. Re- 
alizing that the 
people generally 
tend to fall Into a 
moderate position 
when given the 
full opportunity to express them- 
selves politically, the objection is 
well founded and becomes espe- 
cially valid when the majority fails 
to properly discharge the responsi- 
bility placed upon It Such is pre- 
cisely what happened In the past 
Union year, ty.ut in deference tp the 
Center it must be allowed that its 
weakness was ,not one of philoso- 
phy, but rather one of organization. 

There is no reason to believe at 
tfciis time tHat a modification of the 
Unlon^structure embodying a great- 
er emphasis upon party activity out- 
side the regular Union sessions will 
do away with this objection. So 
long ss the Center controls the ma- 
jority of the committee chairman- 
ships ancT the .Union presidency, 
there will be dlrieontent amongst 
the Right < and the Left parties and 
an attempt made by them through 
the Executive Council to limit the 
Center's power. Such was true of 
the first Union year when the Cen- 
ter possessed the very thing that 
the opposition now ssks them to 
create, namely, an organization 
which can furnish the respective 
extremist philosophies with good 
counter arguments. 

Believing then that changes In 
structure and new adaptations In 
procedure will not invalidate the 
reasons put forth by Mr. Brisebois 
for a two party organization, I am 
forced to admit In frankness that 
the only real remedy ia in a re- 
alignment of the parties so as to 
make them more consistent with 
political parties in the national 
sphere. If this cannot be done 
without Incurring the risk of losing 
the Union Ideal of complete free- 
dom of discussion, it then becomes 
evident that the present alignment 
must continue. 

But why the pessimism? Has 
the Union so developed as to en- 
courage the belief that it is pres- 
ently ineffective and weaker In 
prestige than at any previous time? 


JPACE limits discussion here of the political and social aspects 

of the case. We should like to bring to point, however, 
the responsibility the press has assumed in this and similar 
cases. 

The question to us seems acute, and not to be disposed of 
in a few words. When we speak of responsibility, we at once 
think of public ownership or direct jon; but a cnange in this 
direction would be merely e change .in mechanics, and while 
perhaps a step forward, not a meeting of the real problem. 
For we believe the question to be based essentially on a state 
of mind; upon a belief in the intelligence of the electorate; of 
a sense of social obligation — in short, a belief in democracy.

On flimsy circumstantial 
evidence which can ring true only 
because ofj the lies of the prosecu- 
tor'! chief witnesses, the Innocent 
man is condemned to die by a smug 
jury which is, still fighting the pivll 
War. The governor, however, com- 
mutes the/ sentence v v }o life im- 
prisonment. Then in a tremen- 
dously realistic sequence a mob, led 
by the murdered /girl’s brothers, 
captures the condemned man and 
lynches him. 

As a condemnation of prejudice 
and mob violence the picture is 
rather successful, but the rpain idea 
is obscured by the Introduction of 
the “small town politics" motif 
which has been treated fairly ade- 
quately. elsewhere. Also there are 
a few\ untruths, the most glaring 
being \he fact that the incensed 
brother*, malted for the trial of a 
white man'vlhgn there was a negro 
even slightly implicated. 

Claude Rains as the district at- 
torney gives a finely shfeded and 
reticent performance. Probably the 
best piece of acting in the show is 
that Of the colored Janitor who 
goes almost crazy with fear when 
he becomes aware of the mob fury. 
He knows that he is in the South, 
that he Is g negro, and that under 
the circumstances his life is not 
worth two cents. 

So far as box office Is concerned, 
neither Is the picture ... In the 
South.

In government and of the glaring 
inequalities of the economic order 
under the beneficent rule of the 
Old Gurird was challenged by the 
Insurgents. Recruited from both 
parties, the group included Norris, 
Borah, Nye, Brookhart, Frazier, 
putting, Couzens, Johnson, and La 
Fpllette (Republicans), Costigan, 
Wheeler, Walsh, and Dill (Demo- 
crats), and ^hlpstead (Farmer- 
Labor). The phrases and symbol- 
isms of liberalism, which the New 
Deal has appropriated , as its own, 
were kept before the people dur- 
ing the "twelve long years" of Re- 
publican misrule by these men. 

Time Shows Error 

During the twenties it was as- 
sumed by many that these men 
were motivated by a unified philo- 
sophy of government and economic 
justice quit* different from that of 
the stand-patters. Time has proven 
that this assumption is true only 
in part The word "unified" was a 
mistake. The importance of re- 
turning honesty to the practices of 
government, a belief that "govern- 
ment for the people" should be a 
guide to legislative action as well 
as to votes, a lack of respect for 
the economic status quo and its 
spokesmen certainly set these men 
off from the rest and unified them 
amongst themselves. But there was 
no specific program for the' better- 
ment of the nation upon which 
they could unite. This, I believe, 
explains their willingness stay 
nominally within the parties yrhose 
programs they scorned, and whose 
leaders were cold to the Insur- 
gents’ demands. { I 

This lack of unity on a basic re- j 
form program was clear to the In- ! 
iurgents themselves and to the 
more penetrating of the political I 
observers, but it did riot become 
evident to the public until the 
challenge of tlye New Deal was pre- 
sented to the Sons of the Wild 
Jackass, as the Insurgents were 
commonly called. A study of their ! 
reactions to the various phases of j 
this challenge is the best revela- 
tion we have of the diverging eco- 1 
nomic views of these old liberals. 1 
Such a study; ' too lengthy to'in-J 
elude here, Would show them split- ’ 
ting on such specifics as the NRA 
the reorganization of the Supreme 
Court, whether or not to endorse ■ 
the first New Deal administration 1 
as a whole, and the recent hours 1 
and wages bill, and uniting in 1 
favor of TVA. farm relief, thfe Wag- 
ner Act, and - the utilities holding j 
company “deati|r sentence." 

tT»HESE divisions have made it | 
evident that part of the * old ■ 
Insurgent bloc now look principally j 
to governmental control of the ’ 
major phases of the national 
economy as thq means by which 
their old end, social justice, m«/ 
be reached, while others cling to 1 
a belief In the effectiveness of en- 
forced competition and the en- 
couragement of. agrarianism. This 
basic difference guides their vqtes 
on current Issues. It explains, too, 
their weakness in the past as a 
constructive group, despite the 
strength' of their attacks upon the 
subservience of orthodox Republi- 
canism to the demands of the 
•economic royalists.” 

Norris, though supporting Borah's 
plea for s renewal of the anti-trust 1 
laws, seems to have gone over to 1 
the newer “control" school of ! 
thought. So have LaFolJette and 
Shlpstead, but the rest have not. 

The forcing of this issue, and the 
resultant breach in the old Insur- 
gent ranks, together with the death 
of several of the bloc’s* most out- 
standing members, has oOncluded 
the thrilling saga of the Sons of 
the Wild Jackaas. They had hoped 
that when liberalism came in, as It 
was bound to, It would be th^ir 
brand of liberalism. 

The current and eminently Justi- 
fied appreciation of the character 
and services of George W. Norris 
would never have received New 
Deal encouragement had he not 
been able to go along with the 
newer “liberalism." Now that his 
choice has been made we can find 
indications in “Integrity" that his 
thinking and that of the majority 
Of the old liberal bloc was some- 
what different But had the New 
Deal not forced the issue he would, 
not now occupy a higher pedestal. 
In the minds of many, 'than would 
Borah, or Nye or Wheeler, he 
wopld<not be separated In the pub- 
lic mind from those with whom he

Most of their time and energy has 
been devoted to justifying both 
their position and hence their ex- 
istence. 

The Center Party has In most 
instances been content to follow 
the liberalism enunciated by the 
New Deal. As w'e can now observe 
such contentment has resulted in 
a large degree of stagnation. If the 
New Deal doesn’t advance they 
don’t advance. There is an amazing 
lack of originality 'and aggressive- 
ness in the Center Party. / 

Left Only Progressing Party 

Thus we find that the only party 
which Js extending the frontier of 
liberalism on our camp vis is the 
Left Party. It is the only party 
which has removed itself from the 
stigma of outworn prejudices and 
traditions. It is the only party we 
can look to for progress. It Is the 
only party which has seen the light 
and is fully aware of the dangers 
that confront democracy. From 
both an economic and political 
standpoint, it comes closest to fol- 
lowing the doctrine that “Private 
office. Jike public office, is a public 
trust.” If an industry under pri- 
vate ownership does not function 
for the welfare of the many as 
opposed to the greed of a few what 
justification Is there for its con- 
tinued existence in private hands? 
And- the same may apply to our 
Supreme Court Justices. If a Jus- 
tice refuses to interpret the Con- 
stitution for the benefit of the 
many, what Justification Is there 
for -his continuance in office? The 
whole problem Is slfoply that 
democratic Institutions must be 
made to function for the “greatest 
good for the greatest number." As 
I see It, the Left Party is the only 
party that follows this general 
philosophy and hafe a positive pro- 
gram to give expression to this 
ideal.

Coming at a significant tirrte in 
view of the present international 
crisis In the Far East and In South- 
ern Europe, President Marvin indi- 
cated that "the fate of Western 
civilization depends upon the mo- 
bilization of Intelligence, ideallsrh. 
and morkl courage." He pleaded 


Acceding to the demand of 
George Derr, chairman of the
